CHICAGO, April 1.—(4)—Mur- 
ray Miller, Chicago attorney, 
learned today that H. J. Christen, 
Chicago businessman, who died in 
the: airplane wreck near Bazaar, 
Kas., yesterday, had cashed a 
check for $55,000 the day before 
he left here. 

Christen was at first under- 
stood to have cashed a check for 
only $600, but Miller said upon 
investigation he*found his client 
had obtained the larger amount. 
Whether he had the sum with him 
when he died was not known.

COTTONWOOD FALLS, Kan., 
April 1,—()-—-The crash of the air 
transport plane which plunged to death 
Knute Rockne, of Notre Dame, and 
seven others remained a mystery of 
the skies tonight, after a coroner's 
jury reported the air liner fell from 
the clouds out of control. 

What happened above the dense 
eurtain of clouds to send the craft 
rocketing earthward with one wing 
torn off was unexplained by stockmen 
of the Flint hills who heart the drone 
of invisible motors, heard them falter 
and then saw the ship -burst in sight 
from the murk, headed for its doom. 

Aviation experts and officials of 
the Transcontinental and Western 
Air, Inec., owners of the passenger 
and mail plane, supplemented the tes- 
timony of the eye-witnesses, but add- 
ed nothing to solve the mystery.

“The deceased came to their deaths 
in an airplane fall. Cause unde-

The Fulton county 
Tuesday for the first time came out 
in open opposition to the proposed 
merger of Fulton and Campbell _coun- 
| t1es, ° 
Walter C. Hendrix, chairman of 
the commission, was authorized to ob- 
tain facts and figures in opposition 
to the proposed merger, and to pre- 
sent them to the public. In discuss- 
ing the proposed merger Mr. Hendrix 
Wednesday night said that it would 
cost Fulton county a great deal of 
money if put into effect, and prob- 
ably would mean an increase in the 
tax rate. 

“The commission wants to tell the 
public what the merger will mean if 
ratified by Fulton county,” Mr. Hen- 
drix said, The merger election in 
this county is scheduled for April 
22. Campbell county already has 
voted in favor of the merger. If ap- 
proved by Fulton county it will go 
into effect January 1, 1932. 

The resolution making known the 
commission’s opposition to the pro- 
posed merger was authorized by Com- 
missioner Edward H. Inman, chair- 
man of the finance committee, and 
received the unanimous approval of 
the board.
